On page 300 you show issue from the 1715 act, and on 
page 302 two other bill probably engraved by Massey, I am 
wondering how scarce these bills are. Of course I had no 
idea they existed. 

The Charleston Museum has an interesting little book- 
written in French (1703-17011) which tells of De Longuermare 
and his experience in printing currency for the Assembly in 
1707, Apparently he was not too successful since they re- 
fused to pay him.
